SECT. III. 


Of the Patronage of the Chapel of the Holy 
Ghoſt, near Baſingſtoke in Hampſhire. 


I T may be made a Queſtion, whether the Pa- 
tronage, or Right of nominating the Preſbyter 
— Divine Service, c. in Holy Ghoſt 
can Baſing floke, did not belong to the 
Crown, even when the Brotherhood or Guild of 
the Holy Ghoſt exiſted : There being no expreſs 
Words in the Charter, or Letters Patents, grant- 
ed Anno 3 & 4 Phil. & Mar. whereby a Right
